how large a Space of Land we have to tread upon, 
and what Proportion is alloted to the Sea. 
"Tis. true we have a common Notion of Four 
Luarters of Dry Land. Afia, Africk, Europe, and 
America. Yet this is quarrell'd at by thoſe of 
Later Times, who add a Fifth, which they call 
_ Magellanica, or the Southern #nknown Earth. From 
Immemorial Times, our Fathers were acquainted 
with. the Three Firſt Diviſions or Precincts of the 
Globe: But the two laſt were but of late Diſcover'd, 


ſince the Improvement of Navigation, and the In- 


vention of the Compaſs. 5 
There is a Vulgar Tradition, every where in 

Vogue, that after Noah's Flood, Aſia fell to the ſhare 
of Sem and his Poſteriiy; Africk to Cham, and Eu- 
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rope to Fapber. Whether this be true or no, can- 
not be prov'd, but is wholly owing to Conjecture. 
However, this is certain. That if it were ſo there 
have been mighty Changes in the Inheritances of 
Noab's Offeſpring; and Alterations of their fe- 
Iveral Limits: Inſomuch as now they ſeem to be 
in Part blended: and mix'd together, or at leaſt,

EZ Thoſe who lived in the Middle Ages, made but Two |

this they alſo differ d: For, ſome made Afric only a | 
Province or Part of the Former, perſuading them- H 
= ſelves that they were Anciently joyned together, ns 
tho afterward ſeparated by a violent Irruption of — 
the Atlantich Sea, by the Streights of Gibralter, © | 
which before was a Narrow Iſthmus or Neck of 1 
Land; but from the Time that Bank was waſhed 
away, the Mediterranean Seaderiv'd its Origin.Others 
= made Africk a Part of Aſia, they being not abſolute - 
ly parted by any Sea; though ſome Egyptian Kings, 
and Roman Emperors attempted to make a Canal 
between the Mediterranean and Red Sea. „ 
A Third ſort divided the known Part of the 
World into Aa, Europe, Africk, and Egypt. Whilſt a a 
Fourth plac'd Egypt to the Account of Afia, making 
the River Nile the Boundary between it and Africk. 
But this was Incommodious, in regard it left that 
of Egypt on the Veſt of Nile, to Africk, Such was 
the Confuſion of the Ancient Greek and Roman 
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As for America, it takes its Name from Americus 
Veſbutius, a Florentine, who made the Second Voy- 
age to diſcover it.

© Chriſtopher Columbus, a Genoueſe, in the Year of 
| the Chriſtian Hegyra, 1642, by the Order and at the 
Charge of Ferdinand, King of Arragon- and Caſtile.

But as to the more abſtruſe and 


leſs Conſpicuous Works of Nature, they were like £ 


the Secrets of State, kept under a veil, 
Vet, there wanted not Men of Wiſdom in other 
Parts of the World;,who ſtrove tounfold all Things, 


and render Mankind familiar with whatſoever tell 
under Humane Intelle&t. Among theſe, the Indi-. 
ans and. Chizeſes. deſerye the firſt Place, who were 

never covetous of the. Gifts of Nature, but ſought 


to improve all thoſe af their Nations in the Know- 
ledge of the Arts and Sciences; and eſpecially, in 
the Syſtem of Ancient Hiſtory, Theſe People ſhut 
up themſelves from the Reſt of the World for ma- 
ny Ages; fearing, leſt Commerce might corrupt the 
Simplicity of their Primitive Laws and Inſtitu- 
tions. Only Alexander tbe Great, and before him, 
Semiramis Queen of the Aſſprians, had ever Accels 
to the Indies in Old Time.

However, as 
ſoon as he came into the. Cardinals Preſence, his 
Noſe fell a bleeding. Which tappearing to 
him as an Ominous Preſage of What he was going 
ahout, he was ſtruck with ſome Remorſe; and 
frankly confeſſing his Deſign to the Cardinal, begg d 
his Pardon. That Cunning Miniſter diſſembling 
his Reſentments, knowing the Duke was not a Man 
of Reſolution enough to undertake ſo bold an Acti- 
onz unleſs he had been extremely animated by ſome 
body near him; he preſently reflected on Monſieur 
 Paylaurent; the Duke's Chief Favourite. Immedi. 
ately he decreed his Ruine; and to effect it with 
more eaſe, he pretended an extraordinary Friendſhip 
to him, offering Him one of hisNieces in Marriage. 
Monſieur Puylaurent, who ſuſpected not the Train 
wich was laid for him, embraced thePropoſal with

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much joy, as hoping thereby to-raiſe and: eſtabliſh. 
his Fortune under theprotection of his PotentUncle. 
In fine, he married the Cardinals Niece, but lived 
not to enjoy her; for on the very Nuptial Day, the 
Cardinal cauſed him to be arreſted and ſent Priſo- 
ner to the Baſtile, where he was poiſoned by a Fryer; 
in a Glaſs of Wine. As ſoon as he had ſwallowed 
the Fatal Potion, the Fryer told him, It was neceſ- 
ſary for him to confeſs his Sins that very moment, in 
regard he had but a few Minutes to live. Mounſieur 
Puylaurent threw the Glaſs at the Fryer's Head, g1- 
ving him two or three ſwinging Curſes, and then 
fell on his Kees, to Confeſſton; which being per-

Sometimes the Cardinal was very ſingular and in- 
genĩous in the execution of his Revenge, as if he 
endeavoured to perſuade the World, That he fulfil- 
led the Lam of the Talio, which requires an Eye for 
an Eye, and puniſhes by an exact kind of Proporti- 
on. As it happen'd in the Caſe of the Dukes of 
Guize, Montmorency, and Monſieur de Baſſompierre. 
Theſe were the Heads of a Faction, which Diame- 
trically oppos'd the Cardinal and his Party. He was 
the Grand Eye: ſore, the Chief Obſtacle of their de- 
ſign d Prevalence at the Court. Wherefore, if they 
could but once remove him out of the way, they. 
thought themſelves ſure of the King's Ear in all 
Things. To effect this, they conſulted together, ho. - 
to diſpoſe of him. The Duke of Guize was of Opini- 
on, he ſnould not be kill'd, in regard he was abrince 
of the Holy Church; but that he ſhould be ſent to 
Rome, there to attend the Proper Affairs of his Eee 
clefiaſtick Function, among the reſt of his Purpl'd 
Brethren. The Duke of Monmorency was clearly for 
taking off his Head.

For he baniſh'd the Duke of Guixe, confi- 
Bing. him to Rome; he beheaded the Duke of 
Mentmorency ; and .imprifon'd Monſieur de 
Baſſompierre in the Baſtile, where he lay till the Car- 
peak .

"Tis divided into Three Parts, by the Intercourſe: 
of certain Arms of the Sea; and almoſt forms. 
the Figure of a Triangle. The Walls are of an 
Incredible Height, and encompaſs Seven Hills 
within their Extent. One is near the Grand Sig- 
nior's Serail: Another is in the Oppoſite Corner of 
the City, which leads to Adrianople. Between. 
Two others, there lies a Plain, which is call'd the 
Great Valley. In this is to be ſeen an Aquedu& 
of Admirable Contrivance and Structure, the 
Work of Conſtantine the Great, who by this con- 
vey'd Water to the City from Seven Miles diſtance. 
Solyman II. augmented it, by opening a Current 
of Waters Two Miles berond the Source of con- 
ſtantinople, which run through Seven Hundred 
and Forty Pipes into the City; belides -thoſe - 
which ſerve the Moſques, the Bathes, and Houſes 
of Purification. © | 2 


. 
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At the Extremity of the Town is ſeen the An- 
tique Building, of a Fortreſs, which. is call'd, the 

Caſtle of the Seven Towers ; a Work of Inimitable 
Architecture. There is a Garriſon in it of Two 


Hundred and Fifty Soldiers, not one of which 


dares to ſet his Foot out of the Caſtle- Gates, 

without the Leave of the Pixir A em, unleſs it be 
on Two certain Days in the Year ; That is, the 
_ Firſt of Beiram, and Raman. 


In this Place formerly the Ottoman Emfperours 
ns'd to lay their Treaſures of Gold and Silver, 
their Arms and Ammunition, their Books, and 
whatſoever they eſteem'd Precious. But Amurat 


the Son of Sehymus II. tranſlated all theſe Things 


into the Serail; where they have been kept ever 


- fince-; And this Caſtle is turn'd into a Priſon for 


Kings and Princes taken Captives by the True Faith- 


jul; as alſo for Rebellious Beſſa's, and other Per- 


ions of Quality. Here Coreſqui, Vayvod of Mol- 
davia, was ſhut up in the Fear 1617, of the 
Ghriftians Mera. And in the Year 1622, of the 
ſame Date, the Rebellious Faniaries Impriloned 
their Sovereign Lord, Sultan Oſman, whom after- 
wards they ſtrangld in the ſame Place. 


There are above Two Thouſand Moſques, Ora- 

tories and Sepulchres within the Walls of Con- 
ftantinople. I have already deſcrib'd that of Aia- 
Sophian, in my laſt, It remains now, that I ſpeak 
of Four others, built by ſome of our former Em- 
 fercrs. The Firſt and Chiefeſt, was built by Sultan 
Mahomet II. to expreſs his Gratitude: to God for 
the Taking of Conſtantinople, It is a Magnificent 
Structure, rais'd.according to the Pattern of Sancta 
Sophia. He caus'd a Hundred ſtately Chambers to 
be built round about it, both for the Service A

the aum s and Mollah's who belong to the Moſch; + 
and for the Entertainment of Strangers, let them 
be of what Nation or Religion ſoever. He raisd 
alſo Fifty other Chambers without theſe; for the+ 
uſe of the Poor: And endowed the Moſque with. 
Sixty Thouſand Duckats of Yearly Revenue. 


Ihe Second Moſque was built by Bajazet II. the- 
Son of this Mahomet. The Third was built by- 
Selymus 1. The Fourth by Solyman the Magnificent. 

The Three laſt of theſe Princes lie buried each in 
his own Moſch,: under Monuments of a Superb Fi- 

gure: Innumerable Lamps burning over them, 

and round about them, Night and Day, whilſt 
certain Mollaſs pray by Turns, without ceaſing, 
for the Health of the Departed Royal Souls: 


Eut the laſt of theſe Moſchs which was built, 
as I have ſaid, by Sultan Solyman , far exceeds all 
the reſt, and comes not ſhort of Sancta Sophia; 
in the Richneſs of Marble, Porphyry, and other

There are Abundance of Antique Monuments 
in the City, as Pyramids and Obelisks of Admi- 
rable Figure and Contrivance. In one Place, 
there are Three Serpents of Marble , ſtretching 
themſelves to the Height of Two Men, and mu- 
tually twiſting about each other. The Report 
goes, That theſe were erected by a Magician at a 
Time when the Citizens were much :nifcted with. 
Living Serpents, aud that by this Enchantment 
they were free. 8 . 


One of theſe has a Wound in the Neck, which 
was given it by Mahomet II. when he rode into the 
Vanquiſh'd City. For, he beholding the Horrid 
Idol, and gueſſing right, that it was the Work of 
ſome Magician, was moy'd with Holy Zeal and 
Indignation. Wherefore, couching his Spear, and 
giving Spurs to his Horſe, he ran full Tilt againſt 
it, and wounded one ot the Serpents in the Neck, 
which is ſeen to this Day. | . 


In the fame Pavement there ſtands a very Ele- 
gant Column of Ruſtick Workmanſhip, as they 
call it: The Marbles of which it conſiſts, being 
faſtned together without the Intervention of Mor- 

tar, Bitumen, or any other Cement. It has with- 
in, a winding Stair-Caſe, by which one may go 
up to the Top.

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In this place, which is call'd the Hippodrome, 
the Ottoman Grandees exerciſe themſelves on Horſe- 
back, and ſometimes the Grand Signior himſelf : 
Eſpecially on great Feſtivals. _ EO eee 
Round about it, there are above Two Thouſand 
little Shops of Taylors or Botchers, for the Uſe of 
_ thoſe who would have their Garments mended, 
fcowr'd and polifh'd at a ſmall! Price, And yet 
out of this ſo contemptible a Trade, the Grand 
Signior receives a Yearly Cuſtom of Eleven Thou- 
ſand Zequins, By this thou may'ſt take an Eſti- 
mate of his other Revenues, which flow into his 
Coffers from all Parts of fo vaſt an Empire. - 
There are above Forty Thouſand Ware-Houſes 
and Shops of Merchants, Brokers, Pedlars, Huck- 
ſtars, and ſuch like Callings : Each Trade having 
their proper Bazar, or Market, according to the 
Quality of the Goods they ſell. But there is one 
more Eminent than all the reſt, which is called 
Bayſtyan; where are Goldſmiths, Jewellers, and 
ſuch as deal in any manner of fine and coſtly 
Things. This place is environ'd with very ſtrong 
Walls, Six-Foot Thick, and 1s ſhut up every Night 
by Four double Gates, and at other Times, as Oc- 
caſion requires: So that it looks like a Little well 
e,, TE Og 
In this wealthy Market, there is a Gallery or 
Piazza neatly arch'd and ſupported by Twenty 
Four Pillars. Under this, there are abundance of 
little Shops, Six Foot long; and Four in Breadth. 
Here all thole precious Commodities are expos'd to 
Sale on Tables or Counters, and with their Luſtre 
dazle the Eyes of ſuch as pals b. 5 
Thou may'ſt alſo conjecture at the vaſt Gains 
of theſe Merchants, by the Rates which they pay 
to the Grand Signior, only for their Licenſe to fell 
in this Place. I have known one Man, that was 
my particular Acquaintance, give Yearly 5 — 
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© Thouſand Franks for this Liberty; and he told 
me, That no Man cou'd enjoy the Freedom of the 
Place under that Price, unleſs he had great Favour 
ſhewn him, which is very rare; and even then it 
wou'd not be much abatſe. 
As one paſſes from this Market one way, there 
ariſes a ſtately Column of Porphyry begirt in 
many Places with Iron Hoeps: And little diſtant 
you ſee another more lofty than this: It js call'd 
the Hiſtorical Column, being engraven all over 
with the Figures of Men. In this alſo, there is a 
Stair Caſe to the Top but much broken, and in 
Danger of falling; if it were not ſtrengthen'd and 
held together with vaſt Hoops of Iron, 
The next thing worthy to be ſeen, is the Old 
Palace of Conſtantine the Great: Worthy I ſay to 


be ſeen, only for its Antiquity; for it is no very 


Elegant Building: yet it has this Commendation, 
That it ſtands in the pureſt and moſt wholeſome 
Air of the whole City. 0 88 
There is another Market alſo wall'd in, beſides 
hat of the Goldſmiths, c. Which has a Piazza 
ſupported. by Sixteen Pillars. In this are fold all 


manner of Silks. And a little way off from this, 


is the Bazar, where they ſell Slaves: So great are 
the Gains of this Traffick, that thoſe who uſe it, 
pay to the Grand Fignior, by way of Cuſtom,” the 
Yearly Sum of Sixteen Thouſand Zequins. 
The Vintners, Victuallers, and Sutlers, who ſell 


Wine to the Chriſtians and Fews, and privately to 


the Muſſulmans, pay Yearly Fifty Eight Thouſand, 
Seven Hundred and Eighty Eight Zequins. The very 
Fiſhermen of. Conſtantinople who live along the 
Strand, pay tis Yearly Sum of Twenty Nine 
* Thouſand: Three Hundred Ninety Four Zequinr. 
The Corn-Market, where all forts of Grain, Pulſe, 


Meal and Flower are Sold, pays Yearly into the 


Freaſury 14 Purſes of Money, each Purſe being 
8 „„ > Wore 


Merchant Ships, makes up 180 Purſes of Gold. I 


have mention'd the Value of each Purſe before. N 


The Great Shambles without the City, pays 3 
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Worth a Thouſand, Six Hundred, Thirty and 
Three Zequins. The Egyptian Merchants, who bring 
their Goods from Alcaire to fell. them at Conſtanti- 
nople, pay 24 Purſes. The Fraught of all Foreign 


Purſes, There ſerve in this Place 200 Butchers, 


over whom there is a Præfect or Mafter, without 


whoſe Conſent no Man can kill any Beaſt, unleſs 
it be in the Caſe of Corban. Nay, fo great is the 
Authority of this Præfect, that the Fews them- 


ſelves are fore'd to ask his Leave to kill their 
Beaſts after their own Faſhion. » The Reaſon why 


the Shambles is without the City is for Purity ſake, 


leſt the City be polluted with Blood. 


lt is Impoſſible to caſt up the prodigious Revenue 


which ariſes to the Grand Signior from the Sale of 
Hungarian Sheep and Oxen in the roth. and 11th, 


Moons, But thou may'ſt comprehend that it is 
very Great, when ſometimes in one Days Time 


there are fold 25000 Oxen, and 40000 Sheep. 
Neither is it more eaſie to reckon up his Incomes 
from the Sale of Houſes, Skiffs, Galleys, Saicks, 


and bigger Veſſels. Beſides, it would be too te- 


dious for one Letter. What ſhall I ſay of the Tri- 


bute which the Fews and Chriſtians pay, amounting
